We  believe  that  kindergarten  is  a  vital  part  of  a 
well-rounded  education  and  we  believe  that  every  five 
year  old  is  different  from  every  other  five  year  old.  Our 
immediate  objective  is  to  make  that  five  year  old  feel 
that  he  is  a  person.
